LONDON, Dec. 21. — Despite the 
quite unusual action of the Laborite 
members in walking out of the House 
of Commons.this afternoon in a body 
as a protest against a motion by the 
Prime Minister, Stanley Baldwin, ask- 
ing that the House sanction the action 
of the Government representatives at 
Geneva in accepting the award of the 
League of Nations. regarding the Jraq 
boundary dispute, the House late tonight 
approved the Baldwin motion by the 
overwhelming vote of 239 to 4. 

Not only did Mr. Baldwin make an 
eloquent plea for the Government's pol- 
icy but Colonial Secretary Amery, who 
was most active in Geneva in push- 
ing through British acceptance of the 
League’s award, also spoke in defense 
of his actions. He declared amid cheers 
by the Government partisans that the 
Government would ‘‘find its way out of 
its present difficulties and create a per- 
manent and lasting peace in the’ Near 
East,”

Captain. Canning showed his _ letter 
of recor dation from Abd-el-Krim 
which, if the .translation ,corresponds 
with the original, seems an. adequate 
credential as peace emissary. -The letter 
reads: 





“‘Amersine, .Near Agdir. 

“In the name of God, humility, praise 
and thanks. 

“May it be known by these ‘presents’ 
that we, by the grace of God, authorize 
the bearer to receive for us the condi- 
tions which France and Spain offered in 
July last, which may serve as a base 
of negotiations for peace, so that we 
may take them into our, consideration, 
examine them and accept or refuse 
them. 

“Let peace be with you. 

“Sixteenth Jomada,. 1344. 

“MOHAMMED BEN ABD-EL-KRIM.” 

This letter seems at least to merit the 
courtesy of a reply if in no further 
measure than that of handing again to 
Captain Canning the peace conditions 

which former Premier Painlevé laid 
down. Evidently the ex-British cavalry 
officer has the confidence of the Riff 
leader, for his final instructions were; 

“All that you say,.my brother, will ex- 
actly represent my views.’’

WANTS $25,000,000 
FOR:DRY CAMPAIGN 


The Reo. O. R. Miller Plans a 
Mailbox Drive on Congress 
for Enforcement. 





An.appropriation by Congress of $25,- 
000,000 for prohibition enforcement, .es- 
tablishment of a training school for pro- 
hibition agents, deportation of all aliens 
who violate the Volstead act and the 
election of a.dry Governor of New York 
are some of the recommendations for 
“better prohibition enforcement’ made 
by the Rev.-O. R. Miller, State Super- 
intendent of the New York Civic League, 
in the current issue of The Reform Bul- 
letin, which he publishes ‘monthly at 
Albany. 

The Rev. Mr. Miller, who has figured 
in both blue and dry law movements, 
asks his subscribers and all others who 
agree with his views; to purchdse from 
him (at-10 cents a dozen, or.50' cents a 
hundred) private mailing cards on which 
are briefly outlined his recommenda- 
tions, and which are to be sent to Sen- 
ators and Representatives as a “‘mail- 
box referendum on .legislation.’’ Mr. 
Miller recommends also: 

‘Increase the salary of prohibition 
agents to a minimum of $3,600 a year. 
The chief prohibition agent in one city 
of our State told me recently that within 
less than thirty days he had: been offered 
$10,000 a, month by a brewery repre- 
sentative to let the brewery run un- 
molested, and that another brewery man 
had offered him $3,000 4 month ‘to let 
his brewery operate. — 

“It is estimated that more than half 
the bootlegging in our country is done 
by unnaturalized foreigners. If any such 
are convicted deport them whence they 
came. “If any naturalized American citi- 
zens are convicted twice of violating the 
prohibition law within five years preced- 
ing their at te aren ape their citizenship 
should be forfeited. and a third ag nee 
tion should mean deportation. 

After praising United States Attorney

Miss. Alice MacLaury Was on Her 
Way to Westbury Home From 
Movie When Seized by Man. 


Miss Alice MacLaury, 17 years old, 
daughter of Robert MacLaury, trial at- 
torney for the B.-M. T., whose home is 
in Westbury, L. 1., when walking along 
an unfrequented pértion of Franklin 
Boulevard, in the outskirts of Garden 
City, at 6 0 ‘dlock last night, was at- 
tacked by a man. The assailant knocked 
her down, dragged ‘her into the brush 
and robbed her of her handbag, con- 
taining 50 cents, some letters. and sev- 
eral trinkets. 

The man left the girl half conscious. 
He had been frightened away by her 
screams. When she had staggered to 
her feet and was standing: bewildered in 
the road, Julian Charnos, a mémber of 
the firm of Julian & Goldstein, grocers, 
of 167 Grove Street, Brooklyn, came 
along in his car. Mr. Charnos took the 
girl to the County. Detective Bureau in 
Mincola, about three-quarters of a mile 
away, where she told her story. 

Détectives Emil orse and Harry 
Wright and Captain Finney, head of 
the prohibition enforcement agents in 
Nassau and Suffolk counties, who were 
talking with the detective, jumped into 
Charnos’s car with the girl and hastened 
to the scene of the attack. They inter- 
cepted a man who later described him- 
self as John Zeh, 25 years old, a chauf- 
feur, of 33 Weber Avenue, Hempstead, 
and arrested him asa suspect. After 
they had questioned. Zeh at the detective 
bureau, Detectives Morse and Wright 
said he had confessed he. had attacked 
the girl. The detectives said they had 
found in. his pockets. the letters and 
trinkets which had been taken from her 
handbag. 

é detectives also said Zeh admitted 
that about a year ago he had received 
a suspended sentencé in Mineola on the 
charge of Hannah Schilbert of Elmont, 
L. 41,5: that .he -had attacked her in a 
manner similar to that described - by 
Miss MacLaury. Zeh/ then was turned 
over to the Garden City police and 
charges of felonious assault and robbery 
were Todged against him.

ANXIOUS TO FOLLOW WIFE 


Her Death: Recently; After 25 Years 
of Married Life, Left ‘Husband 
inconsolable. 


Having grieved for nine months over 
the death of his wife, to whom. he had 
been married for twenty-five years, 
Frank M. Zulauf of-875 Flatbush Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, committed suicide yes- 
terday morning, leaving word for his 
friends that ‘‘it — have heen long 
ago. ” 

He took pains to ‘see that there should 
be no slip in- his. plans, He stuffed 
doors and windows carefully and turned 
on all the valves,.of the. kitchen gas 
range... He sipped a quantity of wine, 
very likely poisoned, and then, lying 
with his head on a pillow, attempted to 


shoot himself with an.automatic pistol. 
The cartridge jammed, the police say. 

Judged by. the notes he left it was 
apparently soon after midnight when 
Zulailf finished his preparations to take 
his life and turned.on the gas. .As the 
fumes began .to.overcome him he 
scrawled disconnected sentences on the 
wall with a lead pencil. 

“The gun don’t work,’ read one. Be- 
low. and less legible were three more 
phrases: “Still standing up,’’ ‘‘The gas 
is' getting me,"’. “I’m gswooning.’’ Two 
spat, words finished his writings: 
8 eep. 

Zulauf was well known in, Flatbush, 
where he and his wife, Belle, had con- 
ducted the Brooklyn Typewriting and 
Duplicating Company on the ground 
floor of their home. ‘When Mrs. Zulauf 
died her husband, who was 54 years old, 
lost interest in.all his activities, finally 
selling his business to George Ris. He 
kept his residence there, however. 

Coming to. his * ad yesterday

But vacancies scattered here and 
there are not a sufficient basis for 
becoming ‘panicky, stopping progress 
in New York and causihg unemploy- 
ment: Let building activities stop 
these géntlemen-would have us belleve 
will soon. be the case, and there wil! 
be plenty of vacancies—not the vacan- 
cies of overbuilding but the vacancies 
caused. by unemployment. and. de- 
pressed business ‘generally.

CONGRESSIONAL LEADERSHIP. 

Having attended ‘strictly to business 
for ten days in passing the Tax bill, 
the House of Representatives felt itself 
entitled on Saturday to a little relaxa- 
tion in the way of partisan oratory.

There they all 
stood needing no defense against ‘‘ the 
puny charges” of “ the distinguish 
sentleman from Illinois.’ Aas for:the 
complaint of the Democrats that no 
“ thunderbolts ** come nowadays from 
‘he “White House, Mr. Garber ‘said: 

There are none, it is true. We have 
progressed’ beyond the stone age; we 
have emerged from the jungle; we 
have arrived at a degree of apprecia- 
tion of efficiency and self-government ' 
which recognizes the constitutional sep- 
aration of the different branches of 
the Government, the equality of the 
legislative, the judicial and the exec- 
utive,, each independent of the other, 
and that the rights and prerogatives 
of this House, holding the purse-strings 
of the people, are of equal importance 
and ._prominence with. those of any 
other branch in the Constitution of our 
country. ; 

Hardly stopping to take breath after 
this retort, Representative GarRBER 
turned to bring into‘ ridicule the 
Democratic leaders of the House. He 
alleged that they differed violently 
with each other, had no fixed policy 
on the tariff, on taxation or any other 
subject, and presented a Idinentable 
spectacle of: incoherence and inef- 
ficiency.

- THEIR SEPARATE PROBLEMS. 
On both sides of the Rhine popular 
emotions have undergone a sharp re- 
action from the high pitch of Locarno. 
It is not a case of disillusionment, but 
a natural let-down. Doubts have not 
arisen about the value of the great 
peace agreements; but with Locarno 
gut of the way other tasks demand 
attention. The wedding guests have 
departed, the house looks bleak in the 
cold morning light, tradesmen's bills 
have to be met; the day’s work calls. 
Germany now finds time to think 
about business prospects, credit prob- 
lems, increasing unemployment. In 
the rebound of spirits she once more 
sees herself standing on the verge of 
the familiar “‘ abyss.” France has a 
financial crisis on her hands, and she, 
too, is pictured on the edge of her 
own particular abyss: But on both 
sides of the Rhine the news about the 
uhfathomable gulfs is greatly exag- 





‘France at that time had a compara- 


eral published the results of Govern- 
ment operation—a loss of $1,696,000,- 
000 in thirty-two months, ending with 
1920. In that year a much smaller 
traffic required over 200,000 more 
workers at a much higher rate of pay. 
Since then the railways have put an 
average of about a billion a year into 
cars, engines, terminals, and have 
made each item work harder. Never 
have the railways put so many tons 





into a var, sO many cars into a train, 
or moved their trains so far and so 
fast as this year. Never have the 
railways .got.so much tonnage out of 
their fuel bills, while saving $24,400,- 
000 at the same time. The prosperity 
so generally enjoyed would have been 
impossible with a different railway 
record, 

If the roads were guaranteed a 
series of such years, they could acéu- 
mulate reserves to carry them through 
reactions. It is as poor policy to keep 
earnings too low as to declare divi- 
dends too high. Only one or two rail- 
ways even in this record year are able 
to issue their shz in. competition 
with industrials. e result is that 
the railways must finahce themselves 
with bonds, thus runnihg into debt 
which becomes troublesome in times 
of stringency.

The question ‘* When is an Asiatic 
not an Asiatic? ’’ is likely to. continue 
to vex our courts despite the recent 
suit in Oregon, in which it was: held 
that the Armenians, whose home geo- 
graphically is located in “ Asia *’ and 
who have generally been classed, in 
consequence, as ‘‘ Asiatics,’’ are in 
reality ‘‘ of the Alpine stock, of Eu- 
ropean persuasion.’’ The point at 
issue is whether or not Armenians 
are entitled to American citizenship. 
The Government has contended that 
they ‘cannot be classed as ** free white 
persons ’” as the term is used in our 
laws of naturalization. Against the 
Government have been brought: wit- 
negses to contend that the Armenians, 
far from being Asiatics, are members 
of the Alpine branch of the so-called 
white race, and hence are entitled to 
become natlfiralized American citizens 
on the same basis as other persons 
of the white race born elsewhere. In 
support of their contention they have 
adduced the writing of Hzeropotus and 
StrraBo and quoted extensively from 
the works of modern anthropologists. 

The case has been appealed. Ap- 
parently the contention that. the 
Armenians are an “ Alpine’’ race, 
which was successfully pressed by 
the counsel for the defense, is not 
acceptable to the Government.

RULED IN DREYFUS CASE 


His Death Marks End of an Epoch 
of Which Clemenceau Is Now. 
Sole Survivor.

PARIS, Dec. 21.—Senator Jules Me- 
line, the. oldest of the French Parlia- 
‘mentarians and one of the great figures 
in the Third French Republic, died this 
morning at the-age of Outside this 
country he was best known as the Pre- 
mier during the Dreyfus affair. But 
here his reputation’ was great ds the 
defender of the agricultural interests. 
When the fight for free trade was be- 
gun in he stood. out strongly for 

e protection of farmers, and today he 
written of in the newspapers as the 
man who really won the war by his 
policy of keeping peasants on the land. 

As long ago as 1870 the young advo- 
cate played the réle of Acting Mayor in 
one of the Paris municipal divisions 
during the siege. During the Second Em- 
pire he had been active in the republi- 
can press and when the Commune seized 
Paris he was elected:a member of the 
Government. But he refused to serve 
and immediately resigned. In 1872 he 
was elected Deputy and in the Chamber 
he played niany roles, defeating Clemen- 
ceau once for the Presidency, holding 
office in several Ministries and from 
1896 to 1898 serving as Premier. 

In politics he was always. moderate 
and ‘by his service to —— has 
ranked among the great statesmen of 
modern France. In appearance and 
manner he belonged to the old school, 
and his death marks the end of. an 
epoch of which Clemenceau is now the 
sole survivor.

Broker Says Jewelry Was Valued 
for Sentiment—Scaffa Aids 
In Hunt for Robber. 


The mysterious theft of Jewels insured 
for $12,000 from the home of Colonel 
William T. Starr, a member of the| 
Stock Exchange firm. of Morgan, Liver- 
more & Co., at 15 West Fifty-fifth Street 


yesterday. A thorough canvass of pawh~ 
shops had failed to reveal a trace of 
the missing gems up to a late hour lagt. 
night and the police said they were 
equally at.a loss for any clue to aus · 
peots. 

Detectives of the West — — 
Street Station were joined in their in- 
vestigation yesterday by Noel C. Scaffa, 
detective for the insurance agency. 
Scaffa in a similar réle effected the re- 
covery of $683,000 in jewelry reported 
stolen from the apartment of Mrs. Jessie 
Woolworth Donahue at the Hotel Plaza 
several weeks ago. The identity of the 
Donahue thief still remains unpublished. 
Scaffa is awaiting trial in General Ses- 
sions on an indictment alleging that he 
compounded. a felony in connection with 
the return of the jewels to him by a 
man known to him as Sam Layton. 

Mrs. Starr told policemen that on Sun- 
day her husband was in New Bedford, 


0| Mass., and a colored maid had gone to 


Pennsylvania for the day. Mrs, Starr 
left their fifth-floor apartment for lunch- 


3/ eon and ravarned at about 7 o’clock'in the 


evening. She looked into a jewelry casket 
in her boudoir and found it empty. 
When she left it had contained a plati- 
num and diamond bowknot brooch, the 
costliest piece, she said, and three dia- 
mond-studded bracelets, one pearl and 
one diamond ring, a pair of pearl and 
—— earrings and a diamond match- 


“a Starr notified the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station, and after de- 
tectives had searched the apartment 
they reported that nothing else’ been 
disturbed. They said there were no 
signs that doors or windows had been 
forced, and that not even a telltale fin- 
gerprint had been left. They ass@med 
that the thief had crept up the: main 
stairway after seeing Mrs. Starr leave 
and had entered the apartment by 
means of a skeleton key. Mrs./Starr 
told the police there. were only three 
keys to the apartment, divided between 
herself; Colonel Starr and the maid. The 
colored maid was eliminated by the in- 
vestigatora, it was said. 

On their first information: the police 
Placed a value as high as $75,000 to 
$100,000 upon the jewelry. Later, Colonel 
Starr, at his office at Broadway, sai 
this was ‘“‘greatly exaggerated.”’ 
said the jewelry was precious largely 
for sentimental reasons, and that $20,000 
would fully cover thé loss.

The Stock Exchange was confronted 
with a 6 per cent, call-money rate yes- 
terday, for the first time aince Sept. 30, 
and prices sold down as a consequence. 
Although Wal Street ‘proféssed to be 
startled at this rate, there was no reason 
for surprise. Even in last December's 
easy-money situation, the rate on de- 
mand loans went to 5% before thé year- 
end, and in this wéek of 1923, 1922 and 
1921 a 6 per cent. rate was touched. 
There is always, at this particular time 
of year, an exceptionally large though 
usually temporary request for uninvested 
bank funds; corporations arranging for 
their January disbursements have the 
right of -way, and speculative Wall 
Street has to step aside or bid for the 
privilege of accommodation. 

While yesterday's 6 per cent. rate was 
quite in accordance with rule, more 
interest attaches to the question whether 
early financing of the end-of-the-year 
requirements will allow the market to 
relax between now and January, or 
whether a still higher call-loan rate will 
be quoted. The position differs from 
other recent years because of the 
wholly abnormal magnitude of the credit 
fund absorbed into loans on Stock Ex- 
change collateral. In years before the 
war and under the old-time banking 
system, that kind of speculative position 
used to mean a year-end call-money 
rate of 25 per cent. or upward. The 
Federal Reserve system and our present 
command of the foreign exchanges have 
prevented recurrence of those extrava- 
gant money charges, except in such 
abnormal years as 1919 and 1920. Prob- 
ably they will prevent it this year.

» im the House today of the Tilson resolu- 
tion authorizing an inquiry into the 
production and methods of marketing of 
articles whose prices are declared to 
have been inflated through manipulation 
by certain governments and producers. 

The resolution, as passed, directs the 
House, Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce to investigate alleged 
Government price fixing ‘in the ship- 
ment to the United States of crude rub- 

‘ber, coffee, silk, nitrates, potash, qui- 
nine, iodine, tin, sisal, quicksilver, pulp- 
wood and other impo; t raw mate- 
Tials, and the effect of such action on 
American commerce. The committee is 
further directed to report its findinzs 
and recommendations for remedial leg- 
islation. 

The assertion was made by Represen- 
tative Cordell Hull. of Tennessee in the 
course of debate on the Tilson resolu- 
tion that Great Britain hoped to collect 
through increased prices on crude rub- 
ber during the next six. years an amount 
equal to $4,000,000,000 war debt.to the 
United States, and that it was «with 
this-in mind that the British Debt Com- 
mission agreed to the terms. contained 
in the Anglo-American funding agreée- 
ment, 3 

Representative Hull declared that not 
only England, but all of Burope,. was 
laughing ‘‘in her-sleeve”’ at the manner 

. in which the United States was being 
held up by the rubber combination. 
Assails Brazil Coffee Monopoly. 

“There is no question of a scarcity or 
famine ‘In rubber or coffee, in so far as 
the world supply is concerned,’’ said Mr. ; 
Hull, “but it is a question in which the 
producers, in combination with their 
respective Governments, have deliberate- 
ly inflated. the prices of rubber and 
coffee to an astonishingly high extent.” 

Mr. Hull insisted that the United 
States was paying to the United King- 
dom an excess yearly of.$670,000,000 for 
rubber and anywhere from $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,00 a year to Brazil ‘‘in excessive 
and extortionate’prices for coffee.’ 

The same situation, he asserted, was 
threatening as to wood pulp and might 
be threatening as to paper on the Cana- 


dian borer. He suggested that if re- 
monstra sto the Governments in- 
volved failed of effect Congress should 
authorize the President, by proclama- 
tion, to impose rictions that would 
bring them to t 

Representative Chins B. Madden of 
Tlinois, a Republican, suggested that 
Great Britain had violated an agree- 
ment to fix a satisfactory price on crude 
rubber made at the instance of Secretary 
Hoover of the Department of Commerce. 


Says British Break Faith. 


Mr. Hull replied that Great Britain 
had unquestionably failed to keep. the 
agreement with the Secretary, of Com- 
merce and that the time had arrived 

“-<when this country should “take steps to 
guard and protect itself from such out- 
Trageous impositions” as those imposed 
by British colonial governments in the 
matter of the trade in crude rubber. He 
called the British crude rubber regula- 
tions a “hold-up.” 4 

Representative. Tilson of Connecticut, 
Republican, introducer.of the resolution, 
supported Mr. Hull. 

“As just stated, the British press is 
laughing at our situation and openly 
saying that so far as England’s. debt 

is concerned, ‘the excess price of 
rubber will, have paid the debt long. be- 
fore we can ‘possibly go into the rubber- 

producing countries and produce s * 
ary rubber to supply our needs,’’

SANTA FE, N. M., Dec. 21 (%).—The 
State Supreme Court today ordered the 
dismissal of charges of contempt against 
Carl Magee, Albuquerque editor, insti- | to;
